Rose Todevit h, S« -sser, 111., though 
not injured in the train wreck, is re­ 
covering from an operation for appen­ 
dicitis and the shock muy prove seri­ 
ous. 
In Lenzburg the citizens rushed to 
the depot when the sound of the trains 
crashing into each other alarmed the 
town. First aid was given to the in 
jured, with all houses thrown open for 
the care of passengers. 
The trains which collided were a 
fast southbound train that does not 
stop at Lenzburg and a northbound lo­ 
cal. The local is run upon what is call 
ed the “passing tratk," where it wait; 
until the fast train from the north 
"high balls” through 
town 
without 
slacking its customary speed of fort> 
miles an hour. The local from the 
south followed its usual program and 
was lying on the side track waiting 
wln'n the fast train left the main line 
by reason of a misplaced switch, ran 
in on the siding and wrecked both.
